I don't have her. She's gone/'' he said. "That was when it 
really hit me that I may have lost her." 

Hasty, the smallest of the four dogs, also suffered 
from a condition known as "Scottie Cramp" which causes 
spasms in the legs, making running difficult. 

"She's the most defenseless of all my dogs," White 

said. 

The next morning, he went back before sunrise 
to continue searching for his lost dog. After two hours of 
looking. White decided to knock on doors around the area 
in an effort to spread the word about Hasty. 

"That's when I went to the horse farm up there 
next to Washburn Park," he said. "I didn't think she was 
alive. I was just going to let them know as a formality. 

White was met by Laura DeCosta, one of the 
custodians of the horses at the stables. "You mean you 
didn't get her back yet?" she asked. "She was here 
yesterday. One of our riders brought her in. Your dog is 
safe." 

White was in disbelief and began to well up with 

tears. 

"I didn't buy it at first because I didn't see her.

concerns were raised regarding the maintenance of 
several buildings in town. A discussion was held at the 
Marion Board of Selectmen's regular meeting on Tuesday 
December 18. 

In the fall. Selectman Jody Dickerson, along with 
Capital Improvement Planning Committee Member Norm 
Hills, toured 11 buildings around town that are in need or 
several repairs. Both are concerned with the lack of a plan 
to maintain these buildings and feel it is urgent to get a 
plan into place. 

''We believe this is something the town has to 
address shortly before these minor repairs turn into major 
repairs," said Dickerson. "We wanted to bring it to your 
attention." 

"It is probably in the best interest of the town to 
hire someone who is in charge of all of the buildings so 
moving forward, you don't end up with crisis situations," 
said Hills. 

Town Administrator Paul Dawson suggested 
the possibility of hiring a Facilities Manager who would 
be able to oversee all of the buildings in town. He said 
it might be a good idea to compare salaries of other 
Facilities Managers in neighboring towns and bring it up 
to the Financial Committee for consideration. A decision 
could be made as soon as the Spring Town Meeting. 

"With the number of buildings we have and the 
value of them, it really calls for someone with a specific 
training and background to handle that," Dawson said.

In other news, Dawson also informed the 
Selectmen that the Marion History Museum repair project 
might have to go out to bid again. According to Dawson, 
the bid in which the town had originally selected in the 
initial bidding process failed to include the price of carpet 
labor and installation costs in his proposal. 

"We've run into a snag,'' he said. 

Dawson had originally mandated that all 
interested candidates include that figure in their bids, 
however, this particular candidate did not. There were only 
two bids made on the project, and the other candidate's 
figure exceeded the town's budget and was therefore 
discarded. The original candidate has time to rework his 
bid and resubmit it to Dawson before going back out to 
bid. 

Grant King of SRPEDD informed the Selectmen 
of a project that they will be conducting in the coming 
months. SRPEDD will be reviewing the land use 
component in each of its 27 towns as it pertains to the 
South Coast Rail. Every five years, the maps are reviewed 
in order to determine which areas of town should be 
deemed as Area for Priority Development or Areas for 
Priority Protection. A public workshop will be held 
in January for all residents who would like to see the 
boundaries on the map changed. 

"We hope that the workshop will be attended by 
all interested citizens and relevant boards," said King. 

The Selectmen agreed to endorse a letter in 
support of the residents of Little Neck Village, who are 
planning to reach out to State Representative William 
Straus and Senator Marc Pacheco to see if a road study can 
be conducted on Route 6 near the development. Residents 
are complaining that there is both increased traffic and 
speeding in their vicinity and are interested in pursuing 
traffic calming opportunities. 

The Marion Board of Selectmen will meet again on 
Tuesday, January 8 at 7:00 pm in the Marion Town House.

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find another way to pay his astronomical water bill of 
$72,227.62 after the Marion Board of Selectmen voted to 
deny the resident's abatement request. The decision was 
made during a special meeting with the Selectmen and 
members of the Department of Public Works on Thursday, 
December 13. 

'Tn no way was this an easy thing to do,'' said 
Selectman Jonathan Henry. "I really feel for the guy." 

Homeowner Nicholas Grace, who is also a 
member of the Affordable Housing Trust, made the 
abatement request in early November. The bill was so 
excessively high due to a crack in a water pipe and the 
location of the water meter on his property. 

Instead of keeping the meter inside of his house, 
Grace keeps it in a five foot ditch about 150 yards from his 
house. The ditch was submerged with water causing the 
meter to malfunction during the reading. 

"Fm still in shock of the bill," said Selectman 
Stephen Gushing. "Fm having a hard time putting myself 
in that spot. It's a staggering amount." 

Gushing initially proposed the town paying 
for half of the total bill amount, which would have 
been $36,616.02. However, Henry and Selectman Jody 
Dickerson did not vote in favor of that proposition. 

Department of Public Works Superintendent 
Rob Zora believes this whole situation could have been 
prevented. 

"You shouldn't have had that water in the pit," 
said Zora. "That should have been a red flag." 

Furthermore, Zora and DPW Administrative 
Assistant Rebecca Garvalho confirmed that they sent 
Grace two letters regarding the location of the meter in 
the pit, but no action was ever taken to remove it. 

"The pit has always been an issue," said 
Garvalho. "We've been a little bit concerned that this is 
going to keep happening." 

Prior to the meeting. Town Administrator Paul 
Dawson reached out to Wareham and Mattapoisett to 
see how if and how they handled similar situations in the 
past. Both towns said they had never seen a bill higher 
than a few thousand dollars. 



"In my experience, I have never had an amount 
like this," he said.

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''We're treading in unknown territory, so to 
speak/' said Gushing. 

While there are no specific rules regarding these 
types of situations, especially with a bill of this caliber, 
Zora said if the water passes through the meter, it is the 
homeowner's responsibility to pay the bill. 

Zora also wondered how other residents, who 
have applied for much smaller abatements in the past but 
were denied, would feel if a bill of this magnitude was 
abated. 

The Selectmen did not offer any other abatement 
amounts during the meeting. Grace will have the 
opportunity to appeal the decision in District Gourt if he 
chooses to do so.

New Waste Management Facility Discussed 

Rochester Board of Selectmen 
By Katy Fitzpatrick 

A new, state-of-the-art waste management facility 
could be in Rochester's future after a group of planners 
presented a preliminary plan outlining the entire project. 
The presentation was made at the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen's regular meeting on Monday, December 17. 

ABC Disposal, a New Bedford-based disposal 
service company, bought a processing facility in the 
Rochester Industrial Park at 50 Cranberry Highway at 
the beginning of 2012. Now, they plan to demolish the 
existing building and replace it with and 89,000 square 
foot building that will handle the town's recyclable and 
consolidated waste utilizing the most sophisticated 
technology. 

'There will be nothing like it in the world," said 
Michael Camara, Vice President and General Manager of 
ABC. 

The technology inside of the building will make 
it easier for residents to recycle. Instead of having to 
separate recyclables from non-recyclables, residents 
will be given a 108-gallon bin in which they can throw 
everything they care to discard. The technology will do 
all of the separating. 

The machine will process an impressive 35-ton 
gallons per hour. The building will also be powered by 
36,000 square feet of solar panels, making it even more 
environmentally friendly. The developers will completely 
revamp the storm water disposal system. 

This style of building has been increasingly 
popular in Europe in California, but has yet to become 
prominent on the East Coast. After construction, the 
facility is expected to create 35 jobs initially and will 
increase over time. Camara said Rochester residents

would have priority over those jobs. 

Camara, as well as Greg Wirsen of Green Seal 
Environmental and William Rhatigan of EcoTac, who are 
helping plan the project, have met with the Conservation 
Commission for some preliminary discussions of the 
project. 

''We just want everyone to know what's going 
on/' said Wirsen. 

The three men will return in January with more 
specific project plans to present to the Board. 

"This sounds like it has a lot of potential," said 
Selectman Naida Parker. 

In other news, the Marion Board of Selectmen 
and members of both the Marion and Rochester Boards 
of Health discussed possible changes to the join Health 
District status. As it stands right now, the towns are in 
a Regional Health District, but the Selectmen and Town 
Administrators from both towns feel like the towns could 
save money by becoming a joint district. By making the 
change, the towns could see $10,000 in savings annually. 

But the Boards of Health in both towns 
are concerned that becoming a joint district, or an 
Intermunicipal Agreement (IMA), would not be a wise 
decision. Jim Perry, an attorney representing the Board 
of Health, explained that a Health Agent who works in a 
Regional Health District, reports to both town separately 
and is unrestricted. Under the IMA, she would have to 
be an employee of one town or the other, giving one town 
the upper hand on service and making one town pay 
more for salary. 

The Town Administrators argue that with 
the IMA, they could save a lot of money on Liability 
Insurance and Workman's Compensation. Furthermore, 
LaCamera stated that Rochester shares a variety of its 
employees with other towns and it has never posed a 
problem. 

"We are spending all of this extra money we 
wouldn't have to pay with an IMA," he said. 

While the current Regional Health District 
has been in place for 30 years, the Boards and Town 
Administrators are open-minded to saving money during 
the trying economic times.

"If there's an opportunity for us to save money, 
we need to explore it/' said Marion Selectman Stephen 
Gushing. 

''We just want to take something that is working 
well and reorganize it," said Marion Town Administrator 
Paul Dawson. 

These groups will meet again in January to further 
discuss the issue. A vote at the Spring Town Meeting is 
needed to complete the transition. 

"Look very carefully at what you have before you 
throw it all away," said Dr. John Howard of the Marion 
Board of Health. 

LaCamera updated the Board on the project to 
renovate the exterior of Town Hall. LaCamera decided to 
discard the bid for the lowest amount of money. 

"I was not happy with the references," he said. 

Instead, he went with the second lowest bid from 
Southeast Construction. The company will begin their 
repairs to the roof this week and will continue into next 
week before replacing the trim. 

The Rochester Board of Selectmen will meet again 
on Monday, January 7 at 7:00 pm in Rochester Town Hall.

to continue discussing his plan for a new subdivision in 
town. 

The proposal is for an eight-home development 
off Deerfield Road to be named Deer Woods. A 
portion of the road would be expanded and a common 
driveway will be laid down for five of the homes. A 
large centralized portion of open land has been issued a 
conservation restriction, prohibiting development of that 
area of the subdivision. 

The hearing was continued from the meeting on 
December 3 so the town could arrange for a peer review 
study of the proposal. 

Nicolosi said that since the last meeting, 
he received a message from Mary Lyons, Chief of 
Mattapoisett Police Department. She wrote that she had 
no issues with the proposed plan and found the project 
acceptable. 

But Nicolosi said he did not leave the last meeting 
with confidence he had the support of the Board and 
wanted to present some new options for the development. 

"When I had originally purchased this property, 
my initial intent was to try to develop it for my own 
personal use, but that never happened. In light of that, I 
decided I would try to make a project I felt would have 
minimal impact, that would be looked upon favorably by 
the Board,'' Nicolosi said. 

He said that his potential buyers were interested 
in larger lots with greater space between properties. 

"When I made my initial presentation to you, 
there were some issues," Nicolosi said, citing potential 
issues with parking and fire safety concerns. 

He said he contacted his engineering firm to try to 
address the issues in a productive way. As a result, he had 
a couple newer preliminary plans that take into account

''My intentions would be to eliminate the 
driveway so there will be no issues for parking. Fm going 
to be providing emergency egress out through Nicky's 
Lane." 

His second idea, for which he had no written 
plan, would split two lots, and Nicolosi would renovate 
an existing ancient way, but would not turn it into a road. 

"I wouldn't be requesting any consideration that 
hasn't already been granted," he said. "I'd be willing to 
improve this ancient way to increase mobility." 

The roadway would be reduced by 50% from the 
original plan and would not require any special storm 
water drainage systems. 

"I think that's a great compromise," said 
Chairman Thomas Tucker. 

Board member John Mathieu was not as 
supportive. 

"Nicky's Lane is only 15 feet wide and you want 
to add four houses?" Mathieu said. "I can't sit here if that 
comes through this Board." 

He felt the original plan was more workable and 
agreeable than the new alternatives Nicolosi presented. 
Nicolosi has not yet withdrawn his original proposal in 
case the Board was amenable to the newer options he 
presented.

Nicolosi said he was concerned about comments 
made by the Board at the last public hearing and that the 
project had potential to be a financial hardship.. He also 
said that if either of the new plans were implemented, his 
out-of-pocket cost would increase. A traffic study, which 
the Board could require, costs about $7,000, according 
to Nicolosi, and would not be justified for a subdivision 
consisting of so few homes.

said engineer Rick Charon on behalf of the Assad family. 

All told, there is over 10,000 square feet that has 
been overrun by the species. Once the phragmites have 
been removed, Charon said they plan to vegetate the area 
with non-invasive native species. 

"We might put bayberry or winterberry. If there 
were other suitable species for that area, they would 
have to be salt- tolerable,'' Charon said. ''We're like to get 
something in there to take the place of the phragmites and 
create a little more diversity there." 

The Commission was amenable to the project, 
but Ray Pickles, an abutter, said that he and some other 
neighbors support the plan but would like to see the new 
plants maintained at a maximum height of six feet. 

"We would like to see it limited by the 
Conservation Commission in the velocity zone," Pickles 
said. 

Commission Clerk Norman Hills was not in favor 
of limiting the height of the new vegetation. 

"As long as it's native, that's fine. But I'm not 
going to limit the size of them," he said. 

That sentiment was not shared by Vice Chairman 
Lawrence Dorman, who suggested it was out of the 
purview of the Commission to make that decision. 

"I think it's up to the home-owner to decide how 
high they should be," said Dorman. 

Commissioner Steve Gonsalves suggested 
creating a list of suitable plant species and allowing the 
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applicants decide and confer with their neighbors. 

Hills said before the work could begin, he would 
like to see the old wetland line re-established. 

"I want permanent markers there so there's no 
question/' he said. 

Charon said that they would prefer to re-establish 
the line and was open to ideas on how to mark the area. 

''Maybe a stone marker. I'd like to put something 
in there that looks nice," he said. 

Dorman then offered an order of conditions that 
would require the wetland line be marked prior to the 
cutting of the phragmite. 

"I think we'd like to see the markers done before 
the work, therefore, we'll need to do a site visit before you 
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start/' Dorman said. 

The Commission unanimously voted in favor of 
the NOI. 

In other business: 

•The Conservation Commission issued a 
Certificate of Compliance for a garden shed constructed 
by A. Neil Pappalardo of 90 Moorings Road. 

•The Commissioners held a brief informal 
discussion with Frank Cerkovitz regarding the conversion 
of a cranberry bog on Cross Neck Road to a conservation- 
restricted wetland. Cerkovitz is still investigating the 
process and had no plans to submit for the project at this 
time. 

•A public hearing scheduled for Sanford Russell,

Cheerleaders to Compete at Florida Nationals 

ORR School Committee 
By Anne Smith 

The Old Rochester Regional School Committee 
granted the Junior High cheerleaders permission to travel 
to Walt Disney World in Orlando, Florida for a national 
cheerleading competition, as well as to fundraise for the 
trip, at their regular meeting on Wednesday, December 12. 

Members of the cheerleading team, which is 
largely composed of students from the Junior High but 
partially the High School varsity team, were attending the 
meeting along with parents and ORR Cheerleading Coach 
Patricia McArdle. 

''They won a regional contest," said Michael 
Devoll, Principal of ORRHS. "It's a tremendous 
achievement. The intent is that this be at no cost to the 
student." 

The team hopes to raise $12,000 to fund the 
trip. Currently, the team is not sure which type of 
fundraiser they will pursue, which temporarily stalled the 
Committee from approving a blanket fundraising request. 

"Our way of doing things in the past has been 
approving specific fundraisers," Superintendent Douglas 
White advised the Committee, "but that doesn't mean 
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you couldn't give some leeway.'' 

Committee Chairman Peter Bangs asked McArdle 
to list the fundraisers the team might pursue. McArdle 
suggested pancake breakfasts, dances, discounted legal 
services and an adults-only trip to Foxwoods. 

Devoll informed the Committee that, if they 
approved fundraising, he would work with the team in 
refining their list. 

"I know what you've approved before, I know 
what you didn't approve," Devoll said. 

Ultimately, the Committee voted to approve the 
fundraisers mentioned by the team provided that any 
additional fundraisers are under the discretion of both 
White and Devoll and that the team works in respect to 
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other school groups who might be fundraising. 

The Committee also approved a fundraiser 
proposed by Kevin Brogioli, Principal of ORRJHS. The 
fundraiser would allow parents to order novelty items 
decorated with their child's artwork. The funds raised by 
sales would directly pay for the school's art supplies. 

Elise Frangos, Director of Curriculum and 
Instruction for the district, introduced the district's new 
English Language Learner instructor, Teah Mazzoni, to 
the Committee. After discussing her work for the district, 
in which Mazzoni teaches and monitors students who 
speak another language at home and are learning English, 
Mazzoni explained the new endorsement requirements 
for teacher licensure. 

By 2016, Mazzoni said, core academic teachers 
may not teach ELL students without having an 
endorsement, which simply means the completion of ELL 
professional development. Both Mazzoni and Frangos 
are working on professional development plans so that all 
district teachers will have the endorsement. 

Committee members asked Brogioli if he had any 
comments about recent editorials that have appeared in 
local newspapers, including The Wanderer, regarding the 
school's annual Thanksgiving dinner for senior citizens. 

"The goal was not to create an adversarial 
relationship with teachers," Brogioli said. "The kids did 
the right thing." 

Brogioli declined to say anything more on the 
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subject. 

Committee members also questioned Devoll 
about recent press coverage that indicated some teachers 
were fulfilling the bare minimum of their contract 
requirements. The chief concern was that some teachers 
might have been offering after-school extra help for 
only one hour on only one day of the week, which is the 
contract requirement. 

"I hope that's the minority of teachers/' Devoll 
said. 'TVe never heard a teacher say T'll stay one day' and 
stick to the contract." 

Devoll added that all teachers in his building 
would not refuse to help a student who requested 
academic assistance. 
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According to the Superintendent's report 
included in the meeting's documents, "The agreements 
with the Old Rochester teachers, custodians/ cafeteria 
workers as well as the Marion custodians/ cafeteria 
workers are very close to being finalized/' 

In his report, Devoll commended the new co-ed 
swim team for their first win, which was also their first 
meet. 

Devoll also commended ORR English teacher 
Kathleen Brunelle, who has announced the publishing of 
her second book, which is entitled Caipe Cod's Highfield & 
Tanglewood: A Tale of Two Cottages. Brunelle's first book, 
Bellamy's Bride: The Search for Maria Hallett of Cape Cod, was 
published in 2010. 

The School Committee closed the meeting by 
discussing the upcoming budget discussions, as it is 
nearing FY14 budgeting season. White said that he is 
working on streamlining the budgeting process and 
will have more information for the Committee at the 
next meeting on Wednesday, January 9 at 6:00 pm in the 
Conference Room of the Superintendent's office.

Newtown Shooting Impacts Tabor Academy 

Tabor Academy Update

The action was running high at the Taft School in 
Watertown, CT on Friday, December 14. The Tabor Girls 
Hockey had just completed an impressive win over Kent, 
winning a back-and-forth competition 5-4 to advance to 
the tournament finals against Choate. 

The players' spirits were high, as they had the 
chance to take hardware back to Marion. 

Then the world stalled. 

The term ''safety'' was stressed immediately, 
and there seemed to be a lack of it. At about 9:40 am, a 
20-year-old man named Adam Lanza opened fire inside 
a classroom at the Sandy Hook Elementary School in 
Newtown, CT, killing 20 kids, 6 adults, including a first 
grade teacher, as well as his mother, and himself. 27 
victims in one of the most devastating incidents in the 
history of the United States. 

This tragedy went viral, first through news 
stations like CNN, then through each type of social media. 
30 minutes northeast of the shooting, the Tabor hockey 
team prepared for the championship. All the Tabor 
community could do was pray and hope that everyone 
over in western Connecticut was alright. 

They weren't alone, however. Many residents

of Newtown, a town next to Danbury, immediately 
sped over to the school to hear the shocking news of the 
deaths, and to all of them, the scene would derail them 
emotionally 

Most Americans were fortunate not to lose a 
loved one, but this incident has permanently affected their 
lives regardless. 

Some demanded immediate action from the 
government, with some actions being as extreme as 
abolishing the Second Amendment, which protects the 
right of someone to keep and bear arms. Others treated 
the victims as a part of their own family, while at the same 
time cherishing those who are closest to them. 

There are very few attacks that have caused as 



much devastation as the Newtown shootings, from JFK's 
and Lincoln's assassinations to 9/11 and the Virginia 
Tech shootings. But, as Montreal Canadiens' player Brian 
Gionta said, "Not sure if there is anything lower than 
harming innocent children.'' 

It was an incident that left people looking for 
answers, looking for what could have been done, and 
what can be done moving forward to avoid such a 
heinous crime from happening again. 

The Tabor Girls Hockey team fought hard in the 
championship game, but fell to Choate 2-1 in overtime. 
The result, however, meant nothing compared to the 
super volcano effects a shooting in the same part of the 
state spread unto the world.

To the Editor: 

On November 16, 1 had the pleasure of leading a 
group of Mattapoisett Lions to Far Rockaway, New York, 
an area particularly hard-hit by hurricane Sandy We left 
early in the morning with a 16-foot truck loaded up with 
cleaning supplies and food. Our mission was to meet 
up with local Lions clubs in the area, set up our tables, 
and serve over 50 gallons of soup and 300 hot dogs to 
the residents of this devastated area. At 11:45 a.m. lions 
met us from three different clubs in the parking lot of a 
rundown strip mall, which had been less than 4 feet of 
water during the storm. With their help, we were able to 
set up and begin serving hot soup in 20 minutes. Over 
the next hours we served over 500 servings of soup, 
300 hot dogs, 500 bottles of water and Gatorade to a 
nonstop line of people.

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The Story of Aunt Keziah 
By Kyle DeCicco-Carey 

Early municipal record 
keeping in America consisted of 
recording town business along 
with life events of the town resi- 
dents such as births, deaths and 
marriages. These records were 
often written down in numbered 
volumes or books. Book IV of 
Rochester town records include

the births of the citizens of Rochester in the late 1700s 
and early 1800s. 

One particular entry records the dates of the 
births of the children of Lucinda and William Parlow, Jr. 
They had ten children from 1789 to 1812. The first child 
noted was Keziah born September 30, 1789. 

Aside from historical value, there is nothing re- 
markable about this entry of births and the many others 
like it. But in the fall of 1886, a reporter from the Boston 
Daily Globe was 
sent out to inves- 
tigate the life of 
this child who 
was born during 
the first term of 
President George 
Washington. He 
arrived in Mat- 
tapoisett asking 
for directions to 
a house deep in 
the woods on the 
outskirts of town 
to conduct an 
interview. 

"Take 
the road toward 
Marion out 
to the Quaker 
Meeting House'', 
he was told by 
one of the locals 

knowing exactly who the reporter was looking for. Many 
people came to town to make this visit including Frances 
Cleveland, the wife of President Grover Cleveland. 

The reporter followed the directions, riding 
through the woods behind the Quaker Meeting House 
on present day Marion Road. He came to a clearing, 
which stood a small cottage surrounded by large pines. 




He knocked on the door. When the door opened a small, 
elderly woman with snow-white hair greeted him. 

"Hitch your horse to the tree and come right in. I 
know what you want", she ordered him. 

"You want to see the old lady that lives in the 
woods. I have lots of visitors. . . They think Fm crazy 
to live out here alone in the woods, but I tell 'em that's 
what keeps me well and healthy." 

Perhaps she was right. Aunt Keziah, as she was 
known, was now 103 years old. She insisted that she was 
born September 30, 1783 not 1789. 

Keziah Parlow was born in Marion at the site 
of what became the Marion railroad station. By the time 
she was ten years old she was sent to live with a local 
preacher where she worked and received an education. 
Around 1807 she traveled to Smith Mills in Dartmouth 
where she taught school. 

At some point she relocated back to the Tri- 
Town area and in 1810 she married Richard Randall. 
Randall was a much older man, about 55 years old at 
the time of their marriage. In 1812 when war broke out, 

Randall volun- 
teered to serve as 
a Coast Guard. 
He didn't see 
any action and 
returned home. 
In 1815 he con- 
tracted yellow 
fever and died. 

The same Book 
IV that lists the 
birth of Keziah, 
lists the children 
born to Richard 
and Keziah Ran- 
dall on the next 
page. It notes 
they had three 
children; Arethu- 
sa born in 1812, 
Roxalana born in 
1814 and an un- 
named daughter 

born in 1816. 

This daughter born in 1816 may have been 
Lucretia who died in a fire early in 1824. Keziah left the 
home for a little bit while the children stayed inside. It 
was suggested later that Lucretia' s clothing had caught 
fire; she panicked and ran around the room spreading

the flames. When Keziah returned she found Lucretia 
severely burned and dying nearby a cradle that had, 
what was reported to be Keziah' s infant daughter. 
Keziah pulled the baby from the flames that were sur- 
rounding the cradle. 

The baby was most likely Matilda, who was 
born in April of 1822. Vital Records of Rochester, Mass 
does not note the father of Matilda but it may have 
been Ezra Read of Dartmouth. Ezra and Keziah filed an 
intention to marry in December of 1822 but apparently 
never married. 

Keziah claimed to have a son who was living 

in Virginia by the 1880s. 

She kept a photograph of 
herself standing with him 
in front of her house along 
with photographs of her 
grandchildren hanging on 
her walls. 

Aunt Keziah 
managed to support 
herself and children over 
the years and put money 
away. By 1835 she moved 
to Mattapoisett to work 
for a man as his house- 
keeper. Not long after 
going to work for this 
man he passed away and 
willed his property to 
her. She lived in his old 
log home for a short time 
before having a new house 
built on the property 
around 1837. 

She would spend 
the next several decades in 
this home. She remained 
active working in her gar- 
den growing her own food 
and otherwise running her 

own farm. Being engaged in active out door work is 
what Aunt Keziah credited to her having lived a long 
life. 

She nursed her self when she was sick using 
herbal remedies, made her own root beer and made 
rugs for her house. Near the end of her life she noted 
that girls of the day did not learn any useful skills such 
as spinning and weaving. ''Now they play the piano. 




go to school and get so lazy that they die early". 

They eat too much sugar and "the o-so sweet 
stuff and don't know how to dress. "They wear a little 
mite of a plate on top of their head and go half naked" 
she said of Victorian era young women. 

"Girls were prettier then than they are now", 
she added. 

Despite living alone in the woods. Aunt Keziah 
was not a hermit. She welcomed visitors from 'Poisett 
as she referred to Mattapoisett. She made trips to see 
her daughter, Arethusa in Fall River and grandchildren 
in New Bedford and Brockton. 

In 1889 Aunt Keziah' s friends celebrated her 
100* birthday with her. They took her to a picnic and 

gave her $100. Despite 
this generosity she was 
quietly disappointed. For 
her birthday she had been 
hoping for a headstone for 
her grave. 

She had a fear that 
when she died she would 
be buried in an unmarked 
grave. She had put away 
money so she could 
place a headstone on her 
husband's grave at the 
First Parish Cemetery in 
Rochester, with the phrase 
"We shall meet again" 
inscribed on it. 

Later, summer resi- 
dents in Mattapoisett 
would furnish Keziah 
with a headstone that 
was placed in Pine Island 
Cemetery. In the months 
before she passed away, 
she could be seen wander- 
ing the cemetery where 
she would visit her own 
grave and work on it, 
preparing for her final resting place. 

In the summer of 1892 she became very ill, was 
confined to bed and soon slipped in to unconscious- 
ness. Not long before. Aunt Keziah' s grandchildren 
were visiting her Just before leaving as she lay in bed, 
one of them said, "I'm going home. Aunt Keziah". 

Pointing upward. Aunt Keziah replied, "So am 

I."

Promised Land. Starring Matt Damon and John Kra- 
sinski. Directed by Gus Van Sant. Running time: 106 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

As message movies go, the anti-fracking Promised 
Land (opening December 28) is neither a firebrand nor a 
puppyish Oscar-chaser. It's becalmed, downright mellow 
at times. Unlike other position-paper films like Traffic and 
Syriana, which packed so many characters and subplots 
they seemed more like agenda delivery systems than like 
drama. Promised Land is relatively underpopulated and 
simple. Steve Taylor (Matt Damon) is a hotshot sales rep 
from a massive natural-gas company. He swings into rural 
Pennsylvania, accompanied by senior rep Sue Thomason 
(Frances McDormand), to get the townspeople to sign off 
on drilling on their land. Steve waves lots of (potential) 
money around: these down-on-their-luck farmers need 
the cash injection. Things look good for Steve and Sue 
until an environmentalist, Dustin Noble (John Krasinski), 
wheels into town. Dustin brings stories of other farms, 
such as his own, that said yes to tracking and sealed their 
own doom. 

Damon and Krasinski wrote the screenplay 
(based on a story Krasinski worked up with novelist Dave 
Eggers), and it's consciously non-insulting. The rural 
people are never hung out to dry as naive clods or red- 
necks; many of them, like local teacher Alice (Rosemarie 
DeWitt) and gun-shop owner Rob (Titus Welliver), speak 
with a quick, sardonic wit. We're never made to feel that 
the farmers and homeowners need to be protected from 
their own stupidity by crusading liberals. Steve and Sue 
are damn good salespeople, making their offer sound 
like the only sensible thing to do. Some folks, like science 
teacher Frank (Hal Holbrook), aren't so sure about that. 

The movie is also careful to humanize Steve and 
Sue, who are not nefarious villains twirling their mus- 
taches but people trying to close a sale. They lie, or at 
least misrepresent the truth, but so do most salespeople, 
especially those working for major corporations. I'm 
not excusing what real-life Steves and Sues do and the 



human cost of what they do; my point is that the movie 
isn't structured to give us someone easy to hate, so there's 
some complexity involved. The film allows surprisingly 
little time for anti-fracking chat; it's more interested in the 
community and what's at stake, and we meet and get to 
know a number of the people. Director Gus Van Sant and 
his cinematographer Linus Sandgren dwell on the beauty 
of the landscapes. We see for ourselves what might be 
ruined, feel for ourselves the generational ties to the soil. 
The filmmaking is smooth, unhurried, unassertive. The 
message isn't crammed down our throats; it sneaks up on 
us. 

Promised Land is good drama at a time when good 
drama is scarce at the movies (generally these days we 
look to TV for that). It's rarely grim; it flows with the easy- 
going humor of smart people talking to each other, and 
that sets the movie's rhythm, too. The tempo is very rural, 
laid-back. Steve's crisis of conscience is established mostly 
wordlessly. He and Sue both find attractive, funny people 
to spend time with (when they'd only planned to be in 
and out of town in a few days). Damon and Krasinski get 
a lot of comic mileage out of their scenes together; Dustin 
Noble (the name is a bit much, and is probably meant to 
be) approaches activism as prankish performance art, like 
Jim from The Office needling D wight. But if Steve has un- 
expected layers to him, so does Dustin. Something he says 
to Steve — "Do you have what it takes?" — reverberates 
darkly later on. 

I came to Promised Land with a bit of a dutiful 
heavy step: oh, man, an earnest Hollywood-liberal drama. 
I'm a lefty myself, but as I've said before, I don't enjoy 
feeling as if I were in a choir being preached to. I want to 
be told a good story, spend time with well- written and 
interesting characters, be surprised. Promised Land checks 
off all those boxes. It ends up saying nothing more radi- 
cal than that natural gas may be a decent alternative to 
oil and coal, but that tracking for it can be a brutal and 
destructive way to go about getting it, and that short-term 
windfalls of cash won't make up for ruining the soil that 
gives you what's left of your livelihood. At its base it re- 
ally only advocates for looking very closely at any offers 
made to you and anything given to you to sign, and also 
looking very closely at the people making the offers and 
handing you the papers, and the corporations behind the 
people.
